offered. 


.The contest is to fill the unex- 


pircd term of Senator Robert F. 
Wagner, Democrat, who resigned. 
The term ends Jan. 3, 1951. 
When Wagner resigned in July 


because of illness, Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey named Dulles to fill the 
spat until November's election. 


At that time, Dulles said 
he 


would not be a candidate in the 
election. Since then, h o w e v e r, 
party leaders have pressed him 
to make the race. They argue that 
ne has a better chance than any 
other 
prospective 
candidate 
of 
keeping the seat for the GOP. 


New York Republican and Dem- 


ocratic parties will hold state com- 
mittee meetings later this month to 
name senatorial candidates. Pres- 
ent indications are that neither Dul- 
les nor Lehman will be opposed 
within their respective parties. 


Dulles made known his decision 
at a news conference. He read 
a 


statement to reporters which said: 


"As is known, I had not expected 


or 
desired 
to become a candi- 


date for a further term 
in 
the 
United States senate. 


"I would greatly prefer that an- 


other carried that 
responsibility. 


However, I do not see how our free 
society can survive if thoso who 
have deep convictions reject the 
opportunity to carry these convic- 
tions into public life.

should nominate me, I would glad- 
ly accept and respond to the best 
of my ability." 


Hurricane Roils 
Along Eastern 
Atlantic Coast 


Miami, Fla., Sept. 7 — (UP)—-A 


gigantic hurricane spread danger- 
ous gales over 400 miles of Atlan- 
tic ocean and rolled slowly north- 
eastward toward the transatlantic 
shipping lanes 
today 
with 115- 


milo-and hour winds kicking up 
mountainous seas. 


The great storm was 375 miles 
east, southeast of Bermuda 
and 


moving along a line that would 
carry it east of the British "Hon- 
eymoon isle." 


The hurricane warning service 


urged all shipping to avoid 
the 


st9t-m. The service said a "few" 
ships were in the storm area but 
fleeing from its path. 


Winds whirling around the cen- 


ter of the hurricane were piling up 
"No. 9" waves, the weather bu- 
reau code for seas of "phenome- 
nal" proportions. 


A high pressure area covering 


the eastern seaboard was fending 
the storm from the mainland. The 
Miami weather bureau said there 
was no indication of any future 
change in conditions which might 
permit the storm to change course 
for the coast. 


An 11 a. m., EST, advisory said 


hurricane force winds extended out 
100 miles on the east and north- 
east salient,,of

storrja; with

in diameter. 


At 5 a. m. (EST), the storm was 


spinning like a huge top, its cen- 
ter almost motionless but its re- 
volving winds reaching speeds of 
120 to 130 miles per hour.
